Second, consistently finding people to baptize, and recognizing 
those Golden People that will be baptized in three weeks. 


Third, teaching Golden Contacts effectively, and following-up 50 
that they will meet their baptismal date. 


The natural result of these 3 things is to exceed your baptismal 
goal each week.

DEVELOPING tae SOURCES 


To exceed baptismal goals each week, every missionary must have a 
well-planned program for picking up Golden Families daily. Missionaries need 
to have a reservior of Golden Families to draw from daily inorder todo this. 
This reservoir must be maintained by DEVELOPING the sources of Golden Families 
in your area. In 3-week planning the people that you are finding this week 
and next week are the people you will be baptizing in 4 to 5 weeks. 


Here is how to develop your sources of Golden Families: 


1. Have a regularly organized Fireside Program specifically 
to pick up Golden Contacts. Work with many groups, i.e. 
YMC, Primary, Priesthood Quorums, Young Marrieds and New 
Converts ( Hold 3 to 4 Firesides each week JE 


2. Use the whols Church Organization through ward goals» 
(See January Motivator) Work with these organizations 
systematically. 


3. Use TULEPHONE sources daily! Telephone tract from select- 
ed lists taken from City (Polk) Directories, New Move-in 
lists, LDS Preference lists, Part-member families, etc. 


Consistently use all of these sources. Take the pressure off the 
end of the week. On Wednesday, Thursday, Friday and Saturday concentrate on 
lining up 6 or 8 First Discussions for Sunday, Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday 
of the next week. Do This--and you will exceed your Baptismal Goal in 3 weeks. 


ARE YOU TEACHING “UN-GOLDEN” CONTACTS 


WHO, us teach "Tingu.ten" people?--Why, we wouldn't do such a thing. We want 
to be Professional Missionaries (baptize every week) and this is impossible 
when we meet with "Ungolden" people. 


It's tremendous to meet with "Golden" people. You can actually see a testimony 
begin to grow in a "Golden" Contact. Now take ours for example, they are all 
"Golden"----- 


Brother Jones is a real likeable guy. Theonly thing wrong 
is that he keeps insisting that his prayers haven't been 
answered about Joseph Smith being a Prophet. Anyway we are 
sure he will be baptized because he is sincere, besides we 
we have given him 5 discussions. 


We have also been meeting with the March Family for about 
3 weeks now and had planned on baptizing them this Saturday. 
However they can't seem to get out to Church. Well we can 
estimate them again next week. 


We have been estimating Bob Crow for 7 weeks now. Wecan't 
seem to pin him down for a 4th discussion. We know he will 
come through as soon as we give him the First Principles. 


Sister Johnson is so very sincere and wants to know the 
truth and we are sure she will join the Church. The only 
thing that bothers us is that she has only read two pages 
in the J.S. Pamphlet and not even begun the Book of Mormon, 
however we are sure she will be bapt.............. 


You know, maybe our contacts aren't keeping all the commitments--maybe we are 
wasting our time--maybe these people aren't as "Golden" as we thought--maybe 
these people.....WE'RE TEACHING "LEAD! CONTACTS....... Good Grief!l!!lillttitt 


SUCCESS FORMULA IN TEACHING 


Plan Ahead -- Golden Contacts will plan ahead for their baptism with just 
as much sincerety as you have. Help themby taking some time after 
the first discussion to plan with them. Plan the next five dis- 
cussions, Church activities, and Investigator Firesides with them 
on your planning sheet and their calendar. 


Simplify -- Commit them to put out of their lives all things that would or- 
dinarily conflict with their preparing for baptism during the next 
three weeks. Explain the importance of gaining a testimony to them 
and make sure that they themselves have made up their minds to live 
the commitment. Golden Contacts will simplify! 


Be Strong -- When your contacts are truly Golden they will have the inner 
strength to pray, study and attend Church. They will realize the 
necessity of determining the truthfulness of the Gospel, and will 
do all that you say to gain a testimony. You will be able to re- 
cognize that they are being strong as they live the Word of Wisdom 
read the Book of Mormon and the pamphlets, have family prayer, and 
truly work to meet their baptismal date. 


You will baptize every person you teach as each one of them follows this 
Success Formula. This is one way you are able to recognize Golden Contacts.

ou doing in your YMC Development Meetings to give them that motivat- 
e are some suggestions that will make the Youth enthusiastic about 
their calling, and motivate them to help you baptize! 


1. Conduct your YMC development meeting just as your Supervising 
Elder conducts his. Allow time for personal testimonies, make 
assignments to YMC members to talk on special subjects. 


2. Give your Youth the impression that Church leaders are interested 
in the YMC by having them come to speak at some development meet- 
ings, merely sitinand add their testimonies. Your Bishop 
is a good man to ask for this. 


3 Set a time for YM meeting that will enable all YMC members to 
be in attendanc Allow enough time to really accomplish some- 
thing. A 15-minute Development Meeting is not sufficient to 
give the Youth the enthusiasm and drive to carry them through 
the week. Begin and end on time--you set the example by being 
there first. 


Make your YMC Development Meetings different each time. Plan them ahead 
just like everything else you do. You will find by doing this that all of the 
Youth will want to be Youth Missionaries, so that they can come to Development 
Meeting, and so that they can help you meet your goal.
